. I write about the sign 'Children at FPlay' in Acorn Avenue where 
I live. We residents were not consulted atout the erection of 

this sign, and coriplaints were made when it first appeared just 
over a year ago. Nothing has been done atout it, however. 


I object to the sign.on these grounds: Firstly, it is quite 
wrong in principsl to. five official senction to children 
playing in «a public road. The Farish Council assured me that 
it was not their intention to turn this rond into an official 
play area; nevertheless that is precisely what they have- cone. 
The sign carries no warning merely a statement. Not only is 

it wrong in principle, it is very bed training for the children 
thenselves to encourage them to play freely in 2 public raad, 
and therefore potentially dengerous for them in the long run. 


Secondly, no provision is made for other pedestrians. If the

rond is considered dangerous, elderly and disabled people are 
at°risk just as much as the children, yet they are totally 
ignored (as usual). Any werning sign should rend something 
‘like 'Caution - fFedestrians end Children' and not .mention

‘and not open to objection. 


“I have written two or three times to the Tarish Council on the 
subject and they now inform me that they do not intend any 
aetion as Iam the only one who has complained. This is not 
strictly: true, as.readers of letters to the 'Bar Hill News' 
wadd know.
